WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 1.—A 


lame-duck Congress, with only 
three months to live, and split in- 
to discordant factions as a result 
of the recent election, returned to 
its labors today. 


The leaders were talking peace 


and harmony—and expecting any- 


g but that. They anticipate a 


•bulent, boisterous session that 


" perhaps will wind up on the fourth 
of next March leaving so much 
business unfinished that President 
Hoover may be forced to summon 
the newly-elected 72nd Congress 
into special session. 


It is the hope of the administra- 


tion and of the leaders that the 
session beginning today will enact 
the necessary appropriation bills 
and pass peacefully out of exis- 
tance 70 days hence. But it is on- 
ly a hope, and a none too roseate 
one, at that. 


MANY CONTROVERSIES 


Controversies are at every hand 


—prohibition, the World Court, 
Muscle Shoals, unemployment, the 
agricultural situation, the business 
depression—any one of which is 
sufficient' to throw the session in- 
to a snarl that will test the ulti- 
mate in leadership to unravel. 


And once the session plunges in- 


to any of these controversies the 
passage of the appropriation bills 
becomes endangered and an extra 


""session comes that much nearer. 


President Hoover is extremely 


dsiirous of avoiding a-'Bpeclal sess- 
ion of the- new Congress next 
March. Most of the leaders on 
both sides are equally desirous of 
avoiding one. Yet it was admitted 
on all sides today that conditions 
may force Mr. Hoover to convene 
the new Congress before June in 
order to provide funds for 
the 


government to operate. 


PLANS BROKEN 


The injection of the world court 


into the Congressional picture has 
knocked all the plans of the lead- 
ers awry. It means the necessary 
appropriation bills will have 
to 


take their chance. 


In the Congress that met today 


more than a hundred members | 
have been defeated at the polls. 
The Republicans still have a strong 
grip on the house, but the control 
of the senate is still vested in the 
little group of Progressive-Insur- 
gents where it has been for sever- 
al sessions. It is the senate that 
will force the extra session if one 
is to be had.
